p. in.

The jury in the Nettleton murder case, 
after being out just six hours, brought in 
a verdict of guilty and placed the pun­ 
ishment at twelve y ears in the peniten­ 
tiary . 
The verdict is considered here 
very severe. 
Seven of the jury men voted 
on the first ballot to make it murder in 
the first degree. 
Young Nettleton when 
the clerk read the verdict,did not appear in 
the least excited. Not a muscle in his face 
moved to indicate the least excitemeut. 
Mrs. Nettleton, mother of the boy , and 
also the brother of the accused, were 
present but both covered their faces with 
their bauds and made no other demonstra­ 
tions whatever. 


— The lawy ers in the Nettleton murder 
case had rat her an unusual oratorical con­ 
test in making their final pleas to the 
jury . 
When Prosecuting Attorney Mor­ 
rison arose to reply to D. I). O’Brien’s 
plea for the defense he stated, in effect,

son then charged that Mr 
O’Brien had, 
iu making his plea, given the best part of 
a speech made by Senator Voorlices nt a 
famous murder trial in Tennessee.

that the Indiana statesman’s eloquent re 
marks were not pertinent to the case tuen 
before the court.
